Will Not Occupy Territory.

The officials allege that a systematic 
effort is apparently being made to rep¬ 
resent Germany as the propelling power 
in the Venezuelan affair, and ns being 
resiKMiuble for all the harsh measures.

New York, Dec. 17.—Svnor Rojas, 
agent in this country of the Vimzuelan 
revolutionists, according to the Herald’s 
report of Tort of Spain correspondent, 
denied that they have joined Castro.

vote. It settles finally the danger 1o 
which 4 he province would have been ex-1 
posed had the decision been of a con¬ 
trary character, and relieves it of *he 
peril which would have been entailed by 
the presence on the voters* lists of, n 
constantly Increasing number of Mon 
goluns who, without sympathy with the 
genius of British government, would 
constitute a constant source of corrup¬ 
tion in politics, and open fresh avenues 
o* abuse in the legislation of the coun¬ 
try. 

The appeal waa. argued before the judi¬ 
cal committee of the Privy Council late 
ip June or early in July, thfr province 
Wing fortunate in their counsel, Chris- 
, toj.her Robinson, K. C. # of Toronto, one 
of ttie cleverest jurists of the whole 
Dominica. 

It will be remember that when the 
House *ose late in June the attorney- 
general posted off hurriedly to Londou.

The prinripl? underlying the whole 
csm* was the right of naturalized Jap¬ 
anese to be registered as voters. 

The action arose in this way. Tomey 
Hcmma, a naturalised Jap, applied to 
the collector of vot^s for the electoral 
district of Vancouver city to have his 
name entered on the register of voters. 
Tl.e collector refused to make the entry 
as Le considered he was prohibited from 
doing so by section 8 of the Provincial 
Elections Act or Franchise Act, which 
is as follows: 

“No Chinaman, Japanese or Indiau 
shall have hie name placed on the regis¬ 
ter of voters for any electoral district 
or be entitled to vote at any election. 
Any collector of votes who shall insert 
the name of any Chinaman, Japanese or 
Indian cn any snch register shall, upon 
surnmiry conviction thereof, before any 
jrrtice of the jieace, be liable to a pen¬ 
alty not exceeding $50.” 

According to section 3 R. S. B. C., 
?807, chapter 67: "The expression 


‘Japanese’ is to mean any native of the 
Japan-?'.? Empire or its dependencies not 
bc.in of British parents find . in¬ 

clude any person of the Japanese race, 
ct-turnlized or not.” 

Tomey Homma appealed to the County 
court with the result that the late Chief 
Justice MoColl, who heard the appeal, 
ordered his name to be placed on the 
rt gister on the ground that the above en¬ 
actment iu so far as it purported to af¬ 
fect naturalized Japanese was ultra vires 
of the provincial legislature. 

This decision raised a storm through¬ 
out the* province, and the collector op¬ 
ium led the case to the Full court of Bri¬ 
tish Columbia.

Berlin. Dec. 10.—Tlie German govern¬ 
ment has not replied to President Cas¬ 
tro’s offer of arbitration of the Veneaue- 
lan dispute, being still in correspondence 
with the Britisii government on the sub¬ 
ject. It is intimated that Germany’s 
reply is not Kkely to be ready for some 
day*. , • 

The opinion in the cabinet npfiears to 
be that President Castro’s proposals are 
merely a move in a game to see what 
Germauy and (Great Britain are now 
willing to do, and also as a test of Am¬ 
erican public feeling. 

The prevailing Idea here nt present is 
that it is too late to arbitrate, and that 
the acceptance of the offer to do so 
would (dace Germany in the position of 
having put her baud to the plough and 
ns looking backward*. The government's 
concern at the present moment is to 
guide tho application of force so mm to 
avoid what would be tnkeu internation¬ 
ally as a declaration of war, resulting in 
the recognition of Venezuela as a l»elll- 
gcrent. 

The conduct of the United State* is 
regarded in dii^matic opinion ns being 
strong and dignified, and the state de¬ 
partment’s handling of the affair is look¬ 
ed upon as establishing Europe's recog¬ 
nition of the Monroe doctrine, because 
every step of Germany and Great Brit¬ 
ain was made after taking into account 
what tlie United States thought of it.

There was a fairly good attendance nt 
the last meeting- of the Voters* League 
this year held last evening at the city 
hall. Interesting discussions took place 
on the inaction of the city council in re- 
gerd to the protection of the Dallas road 
foreshore, and on a resolution introduced 
by A. J. Moriey in favor of substituting 
civic government by a commission pre¬ 
sided over by the Mayor for the present 
sj stem. 

F. iMoore was voted to the chair. 
Among those present were Hon. Secre¬ 
tary Moriey, Secretary W. Laird, and 
Messrs. Grant, Clements, Bragg, Peir- 
son, Sorby, Seubrook, Moberley, Her. 
Lovell, Laughton, Henderson, Maynard, 
Lngrin and Beckwith. 

A. J. Moriey read a communication 
from the council, acknowledging the re¬ 
ceipt of the league’s recommendation re¬ 
garding Dallas road, and informing them 
that owing to lack of funds it was at 
present impossible to undertake the 
necessary work. 

Senator Macdonald was surprised at 
the light way in which members of the 
aldermanic board regarded this import¬ 
ant question. Dollars were beiug lost 
every twenty-four hoars the bank was al¬ 
lowed to receive the wash of the sen 
unprotected, ns the foreshore was brefck- 
ing away more or less every day. T. 
(VSoihy endorsed the preceding shak¬ 
er's remarks. 

F. Moberley was of the opinion that 
a mattress and sand at the bottom of 
the bank would be a good temporary 
safeguard. It would cost but very little. 

Mr. Sorby said this would hardly an¬ 
swer, as it was not only the lower por- 
tion of the bank that was being washed 
away, but the top also was in danger. 
A wall was Acquired. 

F. Moore, chairman, said he observed 
the condition of the Dallas road fore¬ 
shore, and was i>t the opinion that a 
wall was needed. He cited some inci¬ 
dents on the coast of the United King¬ 
dom where the citizens were confronted 
by the same problem as this city. Enor¬ 
mous sums in these cases hod been ex¬ 
pended in erecting a solid concrete wall. 
The sum of $20,000 had been spent on 
u piece of foreshore slightly shorter than 
Dallas road. 

Mr. Moberley pointed out that City 
Engineer Topp estimated the cost of a 
stone wall on Dallas road at $14,000. 

.T. Pierson wanted to know whether 
cither the provincial or Dominion gov¬ 
ernments were not responsible for work 
in connection with the foreshore. 

Senator Macdonald explained that the 
question as to whether the foreshore 
was vested in the federal or provincial 
governments was now the subject of ne¬ 
gotiations between the two governments. 

Mr. Moriey held that the attitude of 
either of the governments towards the 
foreshore did not alter the condition of 
Dallas road, and that the city should 
make some effort, if only temporary, to 
prevent any further washing away.

Mr. Peirson moved:. 

That the letter be acknowledged and that 
the subject mutter lie referred back and 
the council notified that In the opinion of 
the league, owing to the vital urgency of 
the matter, their decision be recousldered. 

The icugne’s communication to the 
council In reference to the selecting of a 
site for the Carnegie library was ac¬ 
knowledged with the reasons (already 
published) why the council was unable 
to carry out the recommendations made. 
The letter was received and fled. 

Mr. Moriey then introduced the fol¬ 
lowing resolution: 

That the Voters’ L«agu* shall consider 
the advisability of the abandonment of 
the ward system and the Introduction of 
a Mayor and two eomullsslouers for the 
management of the city, and that the mat¬ 
ter be referred to the voters for nn expres¬ 
sion of opinion before August 31st, 10TO. 

In making this motion, Mr. Moriey ex¬ 
plained (Suit he did not wish to cant any 
aspersion ou the present Mayor ami coun¬ 
cil. The question to consider was whe¬ 
ther the present system of civic govern¬ 
ment was the bent. It appeared to him 
that the ward system was the root of 
all corruption in aldermanic elections. 
Owing to this a city was divided against 
ItKoIf in the transaction of municipal 
business. Hie representatives of the 
North Waid were pulling for that dis¬ 
trict, those of the Booth Ward for their 
portion of the city, and so on. As an 
illustratiow of what this led to he men¬ 
tioned the difficulty of the council in de¬ 
ciding upon a library site, ami also the 
controversy on the sewerage question. 
The aldermen were elected to look after 
the interests of their respective wards, 
end . if they did their duty they were J 
bound to do this. Given the best mayor 
end aldermen that could be appointed 
by the city, he held that the, business 
would be looked after in an amateurish' 
fashion. TTiey could hardly be termed 
honorary or paid servants. There had 
been no system of rood improvement in 
Victoria. If this was placed in the 
hands of a commissioner and he made 
responsible for it, the speaker was con¬ 
fident that the work would be done well. 
Certain sums for permanent improve¬ 
ments in eaeh of the districts should he 
set. aside yearly, and this money ex- 
[tended effectively. 

Senator Macdonald thought the sug¬ 
gestion one of great importance and 
worthy of earnest consideration. He 
was of the opinion that the public works 
of Victoria were not performed as sys¬ 
tematically ns they should be. A few 
yearn ago Theodore Davie had made Lie 
*nmb proposal in regard to the govern ■ 
ing of the city. He favored the resolu¬ 
tion. 

Mr. Moriey mentioned Washington, D. 
C., as a city that had been governed in 
the way suggested by him. Then* w n 
no better nor more economically control¬ 
led municipality on the continent. 

Mr. Peirson was loath to depart from 
the old aldermanic system. He thought, 
however, that tbere was room for a 
general reformation in the manner of 
managing the civic business. He sug¬ 
gested that aldermen should be elect*! 
for two terms, and thought that the 
changes in the personnel of the to • toil 
should be bronght about gradually, 
in the school board nt present. 

Mr. Bragg iwas in favor of doing away 
with wards. 

Mr. Grant favored the motion. 

It was moved that the meeting ad¬ 
journ until the first Tuesday in the 
irew year, when the discussion of mu* i- 
cipal matters will be continued. This 
carried.

ous complications. It was simply ridi¬ 
culous for Americans and Germans to 
talk of u peaceful blockade of Vene¬ 
zuelan ports in face of the facts. The 
fhips of the republic had been forcibly 
taken possession of by the allied powers 
and forts bad been dismantled by artil¬ 
lery. If those events did not imply a 
state of war, what did they Indicate? 
'Hie loss of life was not serious, it is 
true, but the Venezuelans resisted to the 
utmost of their feebh* power. If they 
had iMiHseseed the means they would 
have acted np to the limit of that means, 
we suppose. But there Is none the less 
a state of war because of the Impotence 
of one-of tlie parties to the dispute. 

All the b’outh American states have 
signified .their moral adherence to the 
cause of their sister “republic.” The 
United States feels bound to uphold her 
fiiend Venezuela up to the bounds*of 
the Monrot* Doctrine. Tho interpreta¬ 
tion of that tvlcbrnted doctrine has not 
y>*t been 'clearly and definitely stated. 
We suppose a great deal depends upon 
the tendencies and the bias of the mind 
of the individual who attempts to read 
the riddle. It is generally supposed to 
mean that no European power shall be 
allowed to add to her possessions in 
North and South America. Great Bri¬ 
tain nuo Germany disclaim any intention 
of seizing Venezuelan territory. Their 
only object is to remove the impression 
from the minda of the men who have 
g nemed ami now govern that state that 
when they incur obligations they must 
be prepared to meet them. There are 
oih«r matters involved, such as outrage¬ 
ous treatment ef tlu* powers which are 
now for cing th» issue. In all properly 
governed and regulated communities 
there is machinery for the restraint of 
the individual who would be a law nnto 
b'irself and has no proper regard for the 
»(Tecta of hi.i lawless doings upon the 
pel sons and fortunes of his fellows. 
Nations are collections of individuals, 
and a certain code of ethics lias gradu¬ 
ally been evolved which Is lived up to 
more or less closely by most of them. 
V« r czucla has not of late years consid¬ 
ered herself bound !>y this code at all. 
The United States is morally responsible 
for this condition of affairs. The facts 
are well known, and it is not necessary 
to enter into them again. There was a 
dispute as to the boundary betweeu the 
republic and British Guiana. Great Bri¬ 
tain made certain claims, which were 
disputed. The United States stepped in 
in a most offensive way and insisted 
upon arbitration. It developed that the 
claims of Her Majesty's government 
were substantially correct. But it was 
the manner of the intervention that 
created the false Impiession upon the 
minds of Venezuelans. They conceived 
th > idea from the language of President 
Cleveland that there was no force iu the 
world that could compel them to belinvo 
with decency towards‘Europeans. To-1 
day Americans are reaping the reward 
of their benevolence.- They are con 
fronted with practically a united Europe, ■ 
which says that the attitude of its de- 
pendant cannot longer be tolerated. 
There is a state of war in Venezuela. 
The porta of the republic are blockaded. 
To absolve American vessels from re¬ 
strictions which apply to the ships of all 
other nations.would reduce the blockade 
to a farce. We shall be very much sur¬ 
prised if Great Britain and Germany be 
parties to farcical proceedings. It is an 
licenced that Admiral Dewey is prepared 
with the fleet under his command to con¬ 
voy United States vessels through the 
blockading fleet. That constitutes the 
snious part of the situation. The only 
j pparent solution of the difficulty lies in 
ti e Unit id States government. If it 
will become responsible for the fulfil¬ 
lment by the sister republic of her obliga¬ 
tions, ns it lias already abetted her iu 
wrong-doing, a means of immediate set¬ 
tlement ma. r be found. In the meantime 
tl ere arc momentous questions for states- 
mtn to ponder over.

standing. The statute having so prescribed 
the mode In wulch the company has to 
exercise Its powers, that mode must be fol- 
lowcd aud no erher. 

The rcs|Mimleuts' contention that thege 
enactments are merely dlrectorv cannot 
prevail. Town of Trenton vs. Fuller (24 
Can. H. U. U. 47bl. They are the condi¬ 
tions under which the legislative authority 
has authorised the creation of the com¬ 
pany. These statutory enudlt.ons are to 
be read as If Incorporated lu express 
words in the charter or memorandum of 
nssoriat ion, for the very purpose of re¬ 
stricting tins powers that" tue company or 
the shareholders might otherwise Uave In 
the matter.

Had the legislature Intended that the 
directors of the companies formed under 
tin* act should should be elected iu any 
manner tbut the company or the share¬ 
holders should see fit, It would have 
modelled the enactment on the Imperial 
Companies Act or *»u the Federal Art, lt. 
H. l>., t'hap. 119, He**. 33, instead of de¬ 
creeing tbut the uniform rule should be* 
oue suare one vote, as it Is decreed, for 
instance. In the Federal itauk Act. It. S. 
t’>. t’bnp. 12tt, Sees. 9 nad IQ, and iu the 
Railway Act. It. H. C„ Chap. 190. He*-. In. 
It is expressly, we may well assume, to 
differentiate ou the anbject from the Eng¬ 
lish or the Federal Companies Act, that 
this legislation of the British Columbia 
legislature Wua passed. It could not be 
couteuded, 1 presume, that, under the 
Hanking Act or the Railway Act. uhl supra, 
such an agreement as the one contended 
for by the respondents here would be legal.

VANCOUVER NOTES. 


Tjce Smelter at LalyamitU Has Now New Cannery to Be Established on the 
Sufficient Water and Is Work- I Skceuu—Police Raid in Chinn¬ 
ing Steadily. j * town. 


NO MORE PITMAN 


The China Mutual liuer Yangtze will 
arrive from the Sound to-day to load 
thirteen or fourteen hundred tons of 
salmon for the European market, one 
of the largest shipments to be forwarded 
from here this season. Following the 
Yangtze in port, of the China Mutual 
line, will be the Moyune, which will be 
Cue about the Vud of this month. The 
si.ip has never visited tills port, but has 
been on the Sound. Another of the 
same line which is eu route to this port 
from round-the-world points is the 
steamer Ningchow, a brand now ship 
which is on her maiden voyage from 
England, and avliich iu point of size is 
one of the largest ever sailing for Brit¬ 
ish Columbia. She has almost double 
the carrying capacity of the Empress, 
and compares with the Shawmut, which 
up ./ill, the present holds the record iu 
these waters, so far as size is concerned. 

The Ningchow was built at I>. and 
!W. Henderson & Company's yard. Glas¬ 
gow, and was only launched this year. 
She is a steel twin screw steamer of 
0.100 tons register, and of the follow¬ 
ing dimensions: Length. 4S0 feet; beam, 
58 feet, and hold, 82 feet. The Sbaw- 
mut is nine feet longer than the Ning¬ 
chow, of the same beam, but lias four 
feet less hold, while the Empresses are 
455 feet long by 51 beam and SI feet 
bold. 

RIO.U'N S BIG CARGO. 

Five tliousau-l tons of Oriental mer¬ 
chandise was aboard the stiauier Riojun 
M:.ru when she tied np at the ocean 
dm ks yesterday afternoon. Of the cargo 
250 ton* were landed here, including 
large shipments of Japanese oranges. 
The st.‘am-»r reported n rough trip from 
Yokohama. She brings news of an 
audacious case of'theft in Banshin, the 
culprits.already arrested numbering more 
than one hundred. The authorities re¬ 
cently discovered that villagers in Kochi- 
mura, Chigusa-gori. Baushiu. had con¬ 
tinually stolen trees in the government 
forests. They were in the habit of erect¬ 
ing huts in the forests and on the pretext 
of keeping watch over government pro¬ 
perty, in reality stole it. their depreda¬ 
tions having been continued for eight 
years, commencing in 1895. This was 
lately discovered, and more than one 
bui drerl and twenty persons have been 
arrested on suspicion of being implicated 
in the crime. It is believed that more 
arrests may follow. 

SIGHTED WATERSPOUTS. 
According to the Seattle Times the 
steamship Shawmut ran foul of four 
waterspouts off Vancouver Island. Gap- 
tain Smith, the Times states, has filed 
on official report of the strange experi- 
ercts. On December 7th. after having 
experienced a succession of westerly 
gaits, the Shaw nut ran iuto a heavy 
east-southeast gale ofUtlie coast of Van¬ 
couver Island, attended with terrific 
squally nnd heavy rain. At noon those 
atenrd the steamer were 'treated to an 
unusual spectacle, consisting of four 
monster, waterspouts whirling nl*out with 
terrific noise and each apparently travel¬ 
ling iu a different track. The towers 
of whirling wat r hovered near the 
Shnwnv.it for some time and finally dis¬ 
appeared to the southward. The water¬ 
spouts had been lost to view as Cape 
Beale was sighted, bearing north by 
east.

(nltvd States Faille Cable Has Been Suc¬ 
cessfully Landed. 

San Fran<*l*co. Dec. 14.—“In memory of 
John W. Markay. I christen thee Pacific 
table. May It always carry message* of 
happiness.” With these words Lucille 
Gage, the 11 year-old daughter of H. T. 
Gage, governor of California, to-day chris¬ 
tened the transpacific cable. 

Early tbl* morufng the steamer News- 
b«y. carry lug six mile* of cable, steamed 
close In -shore, nnd through a llfe-nnvlng 
boat's crew sent n rope to which tbe ruble 
was attached ashore. Word was scut to 
President Clarence H. Mnoka.v and the 
cable nnd postal telegraph officials that 
nil was Iu readiness. The work of hauling 
lu the cable was done so expeditiously that 
the official* arrived on the bench only two 
iuluiue* before the cable, which touched 
the beach nud was christened at 0.5ft a. m. 

When tbe Hpllciog was completed, late 
In the afternoon, horses were hitched to 
the end and the cable was drawn through 
the conduit to the cable station. At the 
some time the steamer Newsboy steamed 
out to sen five miles and anchored the 
cable with cable buoy*, tl was picked up 
by the cable steamer Bllvertown and 
taken aboard. The splicing to the main 
body was completed to-night, and the 811- 
vurtowrn headed for Honolulu at a seven- 
knot speed.
